AUTHORS’ RIGHTS. 


WE present herewith an extract from a recent 
letter from Mr. Edward King, the foreign cor- 
respondent of the V. Y. Evening Post, descrip- 
tive of the International Literary Association, 
recently in session at Vienna. As one of the 
leading features of this session was the discus- 
sion of the Copyright Question and Authors’ 
Rights, the letter of Mr. King is of interest to 
the trade : 


“The Austrian capital has been holding high 
festival for the last eight days, entertaining in 
most hospitable manner the authors and jour- 
nalists of North Germany and many of their 
professional brethren from Bavaria, as well 
as the members of the International Literary 
Association. This last-named organization be- 
gan its fourth annual campaign in favor of 
the protection of literary property in this city, 
on Tuesday, and has done more serious 
work within the few days just past than at any 
previous period since its creation by the Paris 
Congress of 1878. The delegations assembled 
from all parts of Europe were quite large, and 
represented national committees, now estab- 
lished in most of the important capitals, and 
hard at work. The North Germans participated 
heartily in the various discussions, and a few 
points upon which they had seemed likely to 


disagree permanently with the members from’ 


Latin countries were fortunately settled. The 
International Association some time ago adopted 
a model for literary conventions between na- 
tions, which it considered desirable to recom- 
mend, and succeeded in securing its adoption 
by France in her treaty with the tiny Republic 
of San Salvador and with Spain. But it was nat- 
urally discovered, in course of time, that no 
fixed programme could be laid down, as the ar- 
rangements between nations must be influenced 
by systems of publication, by differences in na- 
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tional habits and methods of thought, and by a 
great variety of details which had not at first 
suggested themselves to the Frenchmen who be- 
gan the agitation. Henceforth the association 
seems likely to content itself with supporting, 
with such influence as it may possess, any and 
all conventions which tend toward affirming 
the sacredness of literary property, and securing 
to the author the fruits of his toil in all foreign 
countries as well as in his native land. That 
which is considered especially important in the 
Franco-Spanish Convention is contained in the 
first article, which provides that so soon as 
an author has published a work in one con- 
tracting country, his right or that of his agents 
shall be maintained in the other contracting 
country without any formality of registration 
or any fee whatsoever. The association has 
always objected to any limitation of time for 
registration, and finally concludes that register- 


| ing in any other country than that in which a 


work is originally published should not be re- 
quired. The object is, as stated in the report 
made by a committee of the association on the 
projected Anglo-American treaty, which was 
submitted for its inspection by the English 
Board of Trade, to guard the author against 
any possibility of loss by ignorance of local 
requirements in a country with which his 
nation may have a convention. The working 
of the Franco-Spanish treaty has, I believe, al- 
ready proved highly satisfactory, and authors 
in both countries are thoroughly protected 
against piracy. 

‘** Little was said in the congress about the 
Anglo-American project of treaty on the first 
three days ; but on the fourth it was amply dis- 
cussed, and after an explanation of the differ- 
ences in the publishing systems of America 
and England by Americari delegates, and state- 
ments of causes which had retarded, and might 
possibly hinder still further the conclusion of 
the convention, the congress voted the follow- 
ing resolutions : that the governments of Eng- 
land and the United States be respectfully 
asked to hasten the conclusion of the negotia- 
tions; that they would not take into especial 
consideration the interests of publishers in the 
two countries, but simply those of authors; 
and that as large numbers of citizens of the 
United States speak and read German, the 
congress urged the conclusion of a convention 
between the United States and Germany, 
giving protection to the German authors whose 
writings may be reproduced in America. The 
second resolution was proposed by Mr. Edward 
Jenkins, the author of ‘Ginx’s Baby,’ who 
supported it in an able and interesting speech. 
The third was introduced at the instance of 
numerous German authors, who are anxious to 
protect themselves against the constant appro- 
priation of their novels and essays by German 
journals printed in America. 

“ The association has thus far managed to ex- 
ist by the aid of contributions of its members 
and occasional gifts from royal personages, or 
from noted literary men. r. Tennyson and 
the late Lord Beaconsfield both gave large 
sums to the association ; and Beaconsfield was 
especially emphatic in his approval of the man- 
ner in which the organization conducted its 
labors. In order to obtain funds for its pub- 
lication expenses the executive committee of 
the association is anxious that subscriptions 
should be secured in all countries.” 
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INTERNATIONAL COPYRIGHT. 
From the Boston Advertiser, Sept. 29. 


Mr. EpWARD MARSTON, a member of a 
well-known London publishing house, sends 
to the London 7imes a letter on the proposed 
international copyright treaty, from an English 
publisher's point of view. He indulges in the 
usual amount of hard words, and condemns the 
treaty altogether as ‘‘ one utterly selfish and 
one-sided.” Its effect, he declares, ‘‘ will be to 
exclude nine-tenths of English authors from 
ever getting any copyright at all in America. 
It plays wholly into the hands of American 
publishers, and, worse than all, it creates for 
them a monopoly not only in their own country 
but in this, while it virtually excludes English 
manufacturers from both markets.” His proofs 
are far less conclusive than his assertions are 
emphatic. For example, he remarks that it 
would be possible, under the three months’ 
limitation, within which a foreign author must 
have his book manufactured in the other 
country to obtain copyright there, for the foreign 
publisher wilfully to delay publication until the 
three months’ term had expired, and so cheat 
the author out of copyright. Of course it would 
be; it is possible for the firm of which Mr. 
Marston is a member to cheat their authors, but 
of course they do nothing of the kind. No 
American publisher could play such a trick a 
second time upon anybody; and it is an un- 
worthy insinuation that any publisher would 
think of doing it once. 

Then Mr. Marston says the rule would ex- 
clude nine-tenths of English authors from 
American copyright, even if the time were 
lengthened toawhole year. “In illustration 
of this I may quote, as I have often quoted be- 
fore, the familiar instance of my firm’s publica- 
tion, ‘ Lorna Doone,’ by Mr. R. D. Blackmore, 
which was not ‘discovered’ in the United 
States until nearly three years after it was pub- 
lished in England. Had the proposed limited 
law been in existence, Mr. Blackmore would 
have derived no benefit from his book, any 
more than he now does, and he is thus deprived 
of an annual income probably of £150 or £200.”’ 
It is sufficient answer to this to ask how much 
benefit Mr. Blackmore wauld have had from 
copyright if there had been such a law as Mr. 
Marston would like. None atall. For three 
years he did have, through Mr. Marston’s firm, 
a royalty on all the copies of his novel sold in 
this country, and at the end of the time his book 
was not known on this side of the water. 

The greatest flaw Mr. Marston finds in the 
draft treaty is this: 


‘* According to present English law there 
is nothing to prevent an American publisher 
purchasing an English author’s entire rights 
in his book, and publishing the work in Eng- 
land. All he has to do is to publish here first ; 
he may print and bind the book in his own 
country, only taking care to send his English 
edition over here before he publishes there. 
This he can do now under the English copyright 
law, but he has never done it, simply because 
he has not thought it worth his while to com- 
pete with English publishers here, while he has 
no protection on his own ground ; but give him 
copyright in his own country, and there is abso- 
lutely nothing to prevent him occupying both 
markets, to the injury of all engaged in the 
manufacture of books in this country.”

nothing very difficult in that. If it is waeth 
while for American publishers to manufacture 
English books and pay copyright to the authors 
it is still more worth the while of English pub- 
lishers who have plates of the work already on 
hand. The people of this country are not in- 
tending to adopt a treaty on the copyright ques- 
tion merely to secure an advantage to certain 
men who are already in the publishing business 
here. What they desire is, if they can, to allow 
compensation to the authors of works without 
putting themselves in the hands of foreign pub- 
lishersand without destroying the book-making 
trade at home. If a foreign publisher estab. 
lishes a branch house here, and makes his 
books in this country, he will be forced to con- 
sult the American taste, and to print for a 
popular_sale, and not for circulating library use.

BLAcKwoop & Sons have in press the “‘ Au- 
tobiography of Sir Archibald Alison,” which 
furnishes a detailed memoir from boyhood down 
to within a few years of his death, and contains 
reminiscences of Sir Walter Scott, Jeffrey, Cock- 
burn, Wilson, Lockhart, Talfourd, Moore, 
Campbell, Southey, and others. The same firm 
will publish during the coming season “ Beg- 
gar My Neighbor,” a novel in three volumes, 
by E. D. Gerard, the author of “ Reata ;” also a 
novel in three volumes, by the author of “ Post- 
Mortem.”

OBITUARY. 
FOSIAH GILBERT HOLLAND. 


ALTHOUGH the PuBLISHERS’ WEEKLY rarely 
can go out of its necessarily limited province, 
the associations of Dr. J. G. Holland, who died 
at his residence in this city on Wednesday 
morning last, were so interwoven with the trade 
as editor and publisher that, in this case, a de- 
parture from our custom seems quite proper. 
Dr. Holland was born in Belchertown, Mass., 
on July 24, 1819, received his education in the 
Schools of Belchertown and Northampton, was 
at different times physician, teacher, school 
Superintendent, editor, and newspaper pro- 
prietor, commencing, in 1855, his career as 
a successful and popular author and giving 
to the world the books in prose and verse 
that have made his name familiar and his 
books welcome in many ahome. It is stated 
- from a recent posting of the ledgers of 
Charles Scribner’s Sons it was ascertained that 

Kathrina” led Dr. Holland’s books in popu- 
lar favor, the sale of that volume having 
amounted to one hundred thousand copies. 

Bitter Sweet” follows with ninety thousand 
Copies. Of the ‘Titcomb Letters,” which 
rom refused by three publishers, sixty-one 
thousand copies have been sold up to this date. 
_ His greatest success, however, was achieved 
‘n connection with Mr. Roswell Smith and the 
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late Charles Scribner in the conception and 
successful publication of Scribner's Monthly, 
now the Century. While in Switzerland, in 
1868, the project formed definite shape in the 
course of numerous colloquies with Mr. Roswell 
Smith. Propositions long before made by Dr. 
Holland’s publisher, the late Charles Scribner, 
were found to adapt themselves*to the new 
conception, and in November, 1870, the first 
number of Scribner's Monthly appeared. The 
new magazine absorbed Hours at Home, the re- 
vived Putnam's Magazine, Old and New, and 
sundry other periodicals of different merit and 
importance. It would be mere waste of time 
to dwell on the unprecedented success of the 
new venture. 

Dr. Holland has for several years suffered 
from angina pectoris, and he had long anticipat- 
ed a sudden death. He returned from his 
summer home at Alexandria Bay on the 5th 
inst., and was engaged daily in his editorial du- 
ties in the office of the Century Company until 
Tuesday. Wednesday morning he awoke at 
about 6 o’clock, and talked cheerfully to Mrs. 
Holland, but while still in bed he suddenly be- 
gan to struggle for breath and died almost im- 
mediately. 

Mr. R. H. Gilder, his assistant for many 
years, states that Dr. Holland was held in great 
affection by all the persons in his employ. He 
was noted for the interest he took in the young 
men who were connected with the business, and 
it was due largely to him that when Dr. Holland 
sold out his interest in the magazine last winter, 
some shares in the company were allotted to 
each of the persons who had been with the 
magazine for any length of time. 


WILLIAM HENRY LOW, 


WE regret to learn from the London Pud/ish- 
ers’ Circular that Mr. William Henry Low, the 
third son of the venerable English publisher, 
Mr. Sampson Low, died suddenly on Sunday 
evening, the 25th ult. Mr. Low was a member 
of the firm of Sampson Low, Marston, Searle 
& Rivington, of London. For many years he 
had been more or less associated with the Pxdé- 
lishers’ Gircular, and since his father’s retire- 
ment from business a few years ago, had the 
management of that paper under his personal 
control. Mr. Low was greatly beloved by his 
friends and acquaintances on account of the rare 
unselfishness of his disposition, and his loss is 
mourned by many who found iu him a generous 
benefactor. He has left a widow and a large 
family of children. His only surviving brother, 
Mr. Matthew Low (the last of eight sons), has 
resided in this country for several years, and is 
widely known and respected as the occupant of 
a trusted position in the establishment of 
Harper & Brothers.
